Brooklyn Tabernacle to-day feels 
much as Moses and Miriam did 
when they stood on the banks of the 
Red Sea after their safe emergence from 
the waters, By the help of God and the 
generosity of our friends here and else- 
where, our $140,000 of floating church 
debt is forever gone, and this 
house, which, with the ground upon 
which it stands, represents $410, I 
this day re-consecrate to God the Father, 
God the Son and God the Holy Ghost. 
Astranger might ask how could this 
church get into debt toan amount that 
would build several large churches. My 
answer is: Waves of destruction, stout 
as aur that ever rolled across the Red 
Sea of my text. Examine all the pages 
of suurch history, and all the pages of 
the world’s history, and show me an or- 
ganization, sacred or secular, that ever 
had to build three great structures, two 
of them destroyed by. fire. Take any of 
your biggest life insurance companies, 
or your biggest storehouses, or your big- 
gest banks, or your biggest newspaper 
establishments, and let them have to 
build three times on the same foundation 
and it would cost them a struggle, if not 
demolition. My text speaks of the 
Red Sea once crossed, but one 
Red Sea would not have so 
much oyercome us. It was with us 
Red Sea after Red Sea. Three Red Seas!

From Berlin to Hanover ;—At seven 
in the norning we were on our way, and 
it seemed good to foel that we were really 
| On the return trip, The country we pas~ 

sed through was anything but picturesque, 
tt was a dead level, and the rvers that 
wo saw had no banks whatever. The 
landsoape reminded us forcibly of scenery 
in Holland, for in all directions we would 
‘see immonse wind mills ‘vith their great 
| arms slowly turoinw. 

The greater part of Prussia, that I have 
seon is a great sandy plain without hills, 
norolling land, nothing in fact to add 
beauty tothe scone. As we often remark 
to one another, ‘‘nature seems to have 
been niggardly of her gifts to this country.” 
Art however has done all she can to 
remedy the deficiencies in the neighbor- 
hood of the cities, and of the Emperor's 
residences, There one tinds beaotiful 
lawns and parks, lovely gardeys, hand- 
some fountains, artificial lakes, and ter- 
races, all in greatest profusion, The city 
of \ianover has the reputation of being 
quite the Boston of Germany, and it is 
said the German linguaye is spoxen here 
in the purest form. It is especially interest- 
ing to us too, because of having been the 
Lome of our House of Brunswick, George 
atreet, one of the leading thoroughfares 
terminates in an Avenue of limes, extend- 
ing a couple of miles, [t is very lovely. 
‘The tices areso beautitully shaped and 
now May the Oth they arein ‘nil lea’, 
and the tops of the trees meet overhead, 
forming such 4 pretty arch. Attoe end 
ofthe Avenue arethe old palace, the 
palace gardens, city gardens, a magnifi- 
cent Polytechnical school, and further on 
a beautitul cemetery. We arrived here at 
one o'clock, had dinner, secured our hotel 
and then staried out onan exploring ex~ 
pedition, and put in a vecy pleasant after- 
noon. Wereuched our hotel again a 
little after nine, being on our feet about 
ax hours, On Sunday morning we at- 
tended the early service at half past nine. 
This is always the main service of the day 
in the Lutheran churches. Indeed \.ere 
itis the only service which includes a 
sermon. Wo found avery large church 
dating back to the fourteenth century and 
listened to an excellent sermon, The 
pulpits are exceedingly high above the 
people, so that it really strains one’s neck 
to sit and hear and see the preacher, In 
the afiernoon we were at the children’s 
service, akind of Sunday school, ‘The 
girls sat on one side andthe boyson the 
other. The preacher asked. question, 
which required 4 knowledge of the bible 
and the prayer book, and the catechism. 
Dhe children answered very readily and 
distinctly, They rose too, when the 
preacher entsred the church, and each 
time he changed his’ position from the 
altar to the desk, That is one thing in

Lumper is heayy and bulky, this causes 
the freight rates to be so high that it does 
not remunerate the mill owners to export 
Ontario lumber ro any other country than 
the adjacent U.S. This is proved by the 
fact that they do net export any appreci- 
able amount to any other market. The 
U.S. are well aware of this, ant hence 
their ability to corner us when our govern- 
ment did in the past put an export duty 
on logs. The Americans immediately 
passed an act, which is atillin force, by 
which their import duty was doubled on 
allsawed lumber that comes from any 
country that puts an export duton its logs. 
The consequence of this American Act 
was that our lumbermen and mill owners 
at once besieged our government and be- 
seoched jf to remove the export duty on 
logs. 

They asserted and proved that the effect 
of tho American duty being donbled on 
sawed luinber would be to render this 
business profitless and hence'cause their 
timberlimits and mills to be almost value- 
less, throw thousands of their operatives 
out of employment, stagnate all the busi- 
ness ani prosperity of large sections of 
Ontario, and last, but greatest cf all. stop 
the revenue of the government from the 
forest. The government is very tender 
about jts revenue, It derives a great pait 
of it from sales of timber liwits and the 
dues that are paid by the lumbermen on 
every log that is cut down no matter 
whether it 1s afterwards sawed yp in Can- 
ada orin the States. The government 
repealed the export duties on logs and 
for the above valid reasons the act will 
Stay repealed, 

Our Provincial revenues are principally 
derived from our forests and trom the 
liquor traffic.

Admiral Sir George Tryon was command- 
er-in chief of the Mediterranean atation.

Rear-Admiral Albert H. Markham of 
the Trafalgar, tho flagship of tho Roar-Ad- 
miral in the Moditerrancan, has telegraph- 
ed tothe Admiralty from Tripoli, under 
date of to-day as followa: ‘I regret to re 
port that, while mancuvring off Tripoli this 
afternoon, the Victoria and Camperdowa 
collided. The Victoria sank in 15 minutes 

in 18 fathoms of water. She lies bottom 
uppermost. The Camperdown's ramatruck 
the Victoria forward of the turret on the 
starboard side, Twenty-one officers were 
drowned. Two hundred and fifty-five men 
were anyed. Tho injury to the Camper- 
down has not yot been fully ascertained, 


but it is Werious and will necessitate her 
going on dock for repairs. I propose to 
sond the survivors to Malta.”

cannot consecrate, we cannot hallow, this 
ground, The brave men, I ving and dead, 
who struggled hore, have ccnsecrated it 
far above our power to add or detract.

A long time ago iu the Mother country, 
it was accustom, “most bouutiful, simple 

oatically symbolic,” to carry garlands be 
fore the romains of unmar,icd womon, on

the absent ones. Itis declared that the 


strewing of the pathway she has to tread 
on her wayto the altar—has been the 
origin of adorning the person, tho ceffin 
and the grave of the virgin with the. same 
frail but lovely ana appropriate emblems, 

Some of the garlands were, the “Anti- 
quarian Repository” informs us, curiously 
constructed. The lower circuit was a 
broad hoop of wood, whereunto wes fixed 
atthe sides thereof two other hoops, 
crossing each other at theztop and right 
angles, and the whole was covered with 
artificial flowers made of paper and dyed 
horn and silk. Inside the hoops hung 
white paper cutin tne form of gloves, 
whereon was written the deceased's name 
and age. Inside these also hung colored 
paper and ribbons, intermixed with the 
gilded shells of blown eggs, as emblems of 
bubbles or the bitterness of that life. 
Other garlands contained a solitary hour- 
glass a8 a significant symbol of morality. 
These hung in the churches sometimes for | 
ayear, sometimes until faded anc dust- 
covered, while sometimes they were buried 
in the graves that on each succeeding 
anniversary were dec'rated anew with 
flowers, and had laid upon them a_ pair of 
white gloves which the nearest relative 
alterwards picked up and retained, 

Decoration Day is one that should be 
commemorated.

' THE FOUNDER OF LESLIEVILLE. 


Death of Mr. George Lostio—A Prosporous 
and Worthy Onreor, 


Toronto, June 26.—Mr, George Les! 
ar, ono of the oldest and mos 
respected of Toronto's citizens and the 
foundor of Leslioville, died at his 
late residence, 1164 Quoon-street cast, 
on Saturday evening. 

Mr. Leslio had reached the patriarchal 
ego of 89. For tho last 12 months he had 
beon very feoblo, Latterly he had beon at- 
tended by Dr. Wright, the family physi- 
cian, and by Dr. wv T. Aikins,* 

The deceased was born April 1, 1804, at 
Rogart, Sutherlandshire, Scotland. In 
1824 his family satled for Canads, The 
voyage from Greenock to Quebec occupied 
six weeks. Tho family sottled on a farm 
near Strostaville: Soon after Mr. Leslie 
came to Toronto, and while still a youn 
man obtained various engagements in land: 
scape gardening. Some of the worka var 
ried out were the grounds of the old Parlia: 
ment buildings, Upper Canada College, 
Osgoode Hall and the Asylum. 

e opened in Toronto the first send store 
wost of Kingston and commonced dealing 
ia nursery atock. His firat nursery ‘wat 
bounded by Front, Sherbourne, King and 
Princesa-streets, The present grounds in 
King-street cant he bought from the late 
Crown Clerk Small. This business greatly 
increased tillit became the most import~ 
ant of its kind in Canada. 

Leslioville was really founded by the 
deceased, who opened up many streets at 
hisown expense. For a number of years 
he represented the township as reove. 

Deceased was a Reformer, but he took na 
active part in politica, He was a generous 
friend and supporter of many institutions, 
In his doath the city loses one of its most 
worthy pioneers.

NOTES BY THE WAY 


Some Rambling Observations From & 
Rallway Car 
Thore is always* something to intorest 
and instruct a person, who takes observa~ 
tions from the window of a railway car, 
even when passing through a swamp or 
burned forest. 1n the leafy month of June 
ospocially the rural scones are attractive, 
as nature is then clothed in her richest 
garb, and hill and dale present an almost 
unbroken view of emerald beauty. The 
sections of Ontario through which the 
Grand Trunk patnes, between Belleville 
and the Bruce peninsula, possess varied 
features of agricultural, dairyiog and 
lumbering industries. A recont trip over 
this route suggested seme ideas that may 
be of intorest to the readers of the ON- 
TARIO. The incipient drouth which is 
alarm our farmers and 
gardeners does not extend far from the 
f Quinte distric*, in a westerly direo- 
tion, Sufficient rain has fallen to satisfy 
the needs of vegetation as near as Port 
Hope, while west of Toronto there are 
complaints of too much of the aqueous 
rocipitation, Between Guelph and 
Palmerston I found the country flooded 
in low places, and grain and grass under 
water, On the 2lstand 22nd inst., rauch 
rain fell in that section, and their ‘vere 
reireshing showers east of Toronto. I was 
considerably surprised, on returning home 
to find the drouth unbroken, and _vegeta- 
tion withering. The farmers of the woste 
ern counties would glady share with us 
in the rainfall they are receiving, as some 
of them will suffer loss through an excess 
of moisture. ‘The general outlook is 
favorable, however, and unless the two 
extremes in the eastern and western sec~ 
tions continue much longer, there will be 
an average harvest in Ontario. Spring 
grain, where the land is properly drained 
and cultivated, shows a good growth. In 
low sections, er oa improperly drained 
clay land, such grain is backward and 
unhealthy looking. Fall wheat promises 
well, but in the western part of the pro- 
vince it has been beaten down by heavy 
rains, which may injure it somewhat, 
Hay willbe abundant. It may fall short 
of expectationsin this section,i! the drouth 
continues, but elsewhere the yield will be 
heavy. I have never seen better pasiure, 
nor finer droves of farm stock, It is 
quite evident thatthe dvirying interests 
are beginning to improve the grade of 
c.ttle that farmers keep for milk and beef. 
This improvement is especially noticable 
in the western part of the province, In 
the vicinity of Guelph there are magni- 
ficent specimen of bovines, the large 
herds feeding in fields indicating plainly 
the attention beiag paid to this source of 
profit, by farmers. There are many farms 
largely devoted to pasture, 28 more money 
can be made, with much less labor, frou 
dairy products and beef than from raising 
grain. I did noc get much information 
concerning the fruit crop, but was told the 
prospects were good for an abundant yield 
of small fruits. The applecrop will not 
be large: 
June 26th.

Life in the Canadtan Foresta—Tho Mot. 
hod and Hardsbips of Lumbering 
Excitement and Dangers on var In 
land Waters—A Plea for the Empioyon 
of the Lumbormon 


Labor in all ages, and in most countries 
has been oppressed, its wants have been 
unheeded, its future unprovided for, and 
its tongue voiceless, The men whol 
in our lumber woods are the hard 
our population, physically they are the 
beat men wo possess, and they are uni-~ 
versally acknowledged by ali extensive 
travellers to excel in skill over all 
those simiary employed’ throught the 
world, In the autumn they leave thoir 
homes, which often contains all that is 
dear to them and proceed sometimes 
many hundreds of miles in search of the 
retreat of the giant pines, They build for 
themuelves a rough lodge in the wilderness, 
ant make roads cver hill and dale, over 
swamp aud rock, and under overhanging 
dead branches which threatens instant 
death to allintruders, Soon the ringing 
of the axes resounds from dawn till darc 
ness throughout the silence ofthe leafy 
Cathredrals of the forest, Unwoariedly 
the sturdy arms repeat the blows of the 
steel untill the monarch, often accompanied 
by his weaker brethern, falls with a loud 
crash to the earth, endeavoring io his 
deatn struggles*to entomb his conqueror 
beneath him. The saw is brought into 
requisivon and two of the toilers dis- 
member the fallen pine into logs. While 
our townsmen snugly slept, the teamsters 
have risen at three in the winter morning 
to feed and care for their faithful horses, 
Betore dayl ght the strong sleighs were 
loaded with logs tll the horses strained 
every muscle to stait them, ani froin 
earliest dawn till after darkness covers the 
land they teil their way in the bitter cold 
to the banks of a frozen’ stream. When 
genial Spring first unlocks the waters, 
these men with steel bound and pointed 
poles force the reluctant logs into the 
water, Then the weary march, often of 
hundreds of miles, commences. The sul- 
len logs seek the banks and are happy 
when siranded high and dry. ‘The river 

rivers head them off and drive them 
back into the stream. The discomfited 
logs tien search for shallows and islands 
in the river, and with the aid of rushing 
waters climb upon them, and in supposea 
safety exult over their human pursuers 

‘rhese men of iron endurance plunge in- 
to the seething waters, rendered deathly 
cold by floating ice half liquid snow 
and dangerous with tumbling timbers, anil 
dislodge and onward force the stubbora 
logs, The wisest of the logs, rememnber- } 
ing thatin union lies their atrength, call 
their comrades around them and ail in- 
terlocking together form a mighty and 
ever increasing rampart acrossthe stream. 
Instantand resounding is the cull of the 
watchful scout. The most daring o the 
men rush forward over the swaying tim- 
bers and fight the compacted logs with all 
their skill. Now «re wanted the mothers 
prayers, for when the jan breaks her son 
may be far feem the shore, one filse step

Would it not be well to devise some aveans 
by which during at least the latter part of 
their lives Shey could be remuneratively 
employed and ,athered together in settled 
communities within the sound of church 
bells? 

They de erve our interest in their wel~ 
fare for they have by their labors, priva 
tions and sufferings added greatly to the 
wealth and revenues of our province. 
They have furnished the materials out of 
which a great part of all our homes are 
constructed. The money returned to 
Ontario from the exports of all forms. We 
owe it to these men to so frame the policy | 
of province, that not foreigners, but our 
own bone and sinew shall when disabled 
from other work have the chance to manu- 
facture this wood which they have wresie| 
from the forest at the risk of their heaith 
and lives.

ducts as well as the natural products 
senerally, [t wonli result in giving to

The small tablet which has marked the 
grave of the two men for half a century is 
at the west side of the plot, 

In yesterday's colobration tha chair was 
oooupied by Mr. Thoman Anderson of 
Eglinton, whe originated the idea of 
& monument to the mon with whom he 
fought sido by side. Tho veoerable gontlo- 
man is in bis 85th year and a staunch 
Liberal, 

‘The monument was unvolled by J. D. 
Edgar, M.P. He anid: The 55 years that 
have passed over the fair land of Canada 
since 1837 have softened eM prejudices, 
and have, Lhope, remoyod all bitterness of 
heart. The people were not blind to the 
yastly inferior position they occupied when 
their system was compared with the free 
Parliamentary Government of England or 
with the democratic liberty of the United 
States. The sham of an olected Legisiature 
existed, but it bad no control whatever over 
either: the nominated Upper Hotise or the 
Ministers of the Crown. It was little moro 
theo a Soaps form of despotism, ad- 
ministered {mn the personal interest of a 
pampered allfarebys knows to our history 
as “Tho Family Compact.” 

Would the survivors of those who rushed 
toarms toput down the rebellion now de- 
sire a return to the condition of affairs 
which they then supported! Assuredly not, 
‘lYbeir prief political creed was to preserve 
Canada to the British Crown on any terms, 

While we claim for those who took up 
arms in 1837 the name of “patriots,” we 
concede to their opponents the title of 
loyaliate"—and both terms signify noble 
and unselfish objects. 

‘Ybe last words Lountand Matthews bad 
spoken to their comrades were full of hope- 
fulness for the liberties of Canada, and they 
gloried in the sacred cause for which they 
wore about to die. Twonoble hearts wero 
stilled forever, their wives were widowed 
and their childrex were made orphans on 
that fatal day, Let those call them rebels 
who will, but surely the Canadian people, 
whom they loved so well, should only think 
of them as patriots in life and as martyre in 
their cruel death. 

The orator of the day was Barrister 
Chorles Durand, who was in prison with the 
two men on the day they were oxecuted. He 
told of their farewell messages and of their 
staunchnoss in tho cause of right.
